ings on record for a single day. The 
largest single day’s transactions were 
those on Jau. 7 of this year, when the 
aggregate 
sales 
reached 
2,127,503 
shares. The total for Monday was I,* 
858.800 shares, which has only been 
exceeded 
by 
the 
record day. 
The 
large part played by the United States 
Steel stocks even in such a broad and 
active m arket as that of Monday is in­ 
dicated by the sales of the common and 
preferred, 
those 
of 
United 
States 
Steel amounting to 216,100 and those 
of United States Steel preferred 168,- 
800 shares, or for both 384,900 shares, 
which was 23 per cent of the total 
dealings. 
It is very evident that the 
activity of the United States Steel 
corporation stocks ou the exchange 
with their bulky capitalization of 11,- 
000,000 shares, according to Monday s 
amended certificate of incorporation, 
is to constitute a new era in the vol­ 
ume of dealings for individual stocks. 
Single commission houses Monday did 
sufficient business in 
these 
stocks 
alone to realize a handsome fortune 
simply from the brokerage commis­ 
sions on their operations. 
One house 
was credited with selling upwards of 
100,000 shares of United States Steel 
preferred and various other houses 
between 50,000 and 100,000 shares cf 
either one or the other stocks.

LOSS OF TRADE IN CHINA 


REPORTS FROM CONSULS ON THE 
STATE OF COMMERCE. 
What the Boxer War Coat 
Us—Im­ 
mense Shrinkage in Orders for 
American Goods. 


The department of state has re­ 
ceived from China two interesting re­ 
ports, one from United States Consul 
Fowler at Chefu on the effect of the 
Boxer trouble on United States trade, 
aud one from Consul Ragsdale in re­ 
gard to the export trade from Tien­ 
tsin. Consul Fowler says: 
“The uprising in north China broke 
out, as is w ell known, in the month of 
June, 1900; the press of the entire 
world has since that time been full 
of accounts of the events th at tran­ 
spired in this section. 
They have 
treated nearly every phase of this sub­ 
ject, and, while we know how our 
countrymen suffered in north China, I 
have not seen any statistics published 
showing the loss involved to merchants 
in the United States. To show this 
fairly, it will be necessary to adhere 
to the Chinese values, wbere given, 
Instead of the gold values, which are 
not the same for the periods under 
review’, aud I ain compelled to include 
the months of April and May (which 
were unusually prosperous), as the re­ 
turns are published by quarters and 
•lo not show the trade by months.” 
Statistics are given showing the 
enormous increase in importation of 
American drills, jeans, sheetings, flour 
and kerosene, prior to the 1st of July. 
The consul remarks that after Juue lo 
the Imports ceased, commercial trans­ 
actions being absolutely nil. lie re­ 
ports the following decrease at Chefu 
for the next quarter, coded Sept. 30, 
1900: 
Drills, decreased 43,090 pieces; 
jeans, 2,500 pieces; sheetings, 112,015 
pieces; flour, 139,050 taels, and kero­ 
sene, 852,100 gallons. The report says: 
“Of course all other lines fell off like­ 
wise, aud yet Chefu and the interior 
saw no armed 
hordes, no military 
movements and. as compared with the 
immediate northern ports, was peace­ 
ful. As a matter of fact, Chefu was the 
base for communication with the allies 
and the world, while Shaugtung was 
comparatively quiet, owing entirely to 
the friendly stand taken by the gov­ 
ernor, Yuan Shi Kai. 
Yet there were 
more riots aud tum ult In my district 
than ever were known before, and the 
various American mission losses will 
probably total $150,000 gold. 
“Tile effects of the Boxer movement 
were felt much earlier and more seri­ 
ously in Tien tsin tbau in Chefu. Dur­ 
ing the month of June Tien tsin was 
practically closed to the world, yet it 
is odd to notice that oil showed a gain, 
and especially when it is known that 


* strife covered practically our field of ‘ 
trade. 
“The losses to tho cotton trade alone 
I estimate at over $3,000,000. 
For the 
five months of 1900 before the out 
break our trade had increased (net! 
$OS4.5|aG over that for the five months 
of 1899. For the five months from June 
to October there was a net loss of $2,- 
805.043. 
“The treasury statistics, it should be 
remembered, do not embrace all cf our 
trade with China, as large quantities 
of merchandise arc sent into China 
from the United States via Japan. 
Hongkong. Loudon, etc.” 
Consul Ragsdale says: 
‘T he export returns give striking evi­ 
dences how Tien-tsin and northern Chi­ 
na have faiffered in consequence of the 
uprising.

“I have read in the papers certain 
scientific assertions that no wild ani- 
mal will voluntarily attack or pursue 
B human being, but that, on the con­ 
trary, the fiercest of them, as tradition 
and the tales of woodsmen classify 
them, will make haste to escape the 
possible sight of itaau, unless, in des­ 
perate cases, hunger may urge it to ap­ 
proach bim. its most dreaded foe, such 
cases being extremely rare,” said a 
m atter of fact aud veracious New York 
business man. 
“lf that is so, I bad a little experi­ 
ence once with a wild animal that must 
have been the most desperately hungry 
beast that ever longed for food. The 
occurrence was in ribrthwentern Penn­ 
sylvania, where one w inter I had some 
business th at culled me ten miles from 
the county town to one of the back­ 
woods districts. It was late in the aft­ 
ernoon w hen I started on my return to 
the village. The way was over a lone­ 
ly, narrow, crooked mountain road, bor­ 
dered by deep woods much of the dis­ 
tance. Toward dusk, as I wus round­ 
ing a short turn In the road, my horse, 
which had a good deal of spirit, shied 
suddenly and sprang forward on a 
furious run. 
“At the same instant an animal with 
glaring eyes plumped down Dom some­ 
where and landed in the sleigh a t my 
feet It bad evidently leaped from a 
tree at the horse, the quick movements 
of which nervous animal had defeated 
that purpose, and the attacking animal 
had alighted with Its fore feet on the 
robe that lay across my lap. It glared 
furiously at me, with its face not more 
than two feet away, as it clung to the 
robe with ita sharp claws, growling 
fiercely. I bAd never seen a wildcat, 
but I knew Instantly and instinctively 
that I had one to deal with here, and 
it seemed to be a very large and sav­ 
age one at that. I had no weapon, but 
fortunately the whip that stood in Ita 
socket on the dashboard was loaded at 
the butt. 
“Clinging to the reins with my left 
hand—tbe horse was running away—I 
quickly drew th** whip from the socket 
and struck the wildcat on the head 
with the heavy butt. That caused the 
animal to loosen its bold on the robe 
and drop into the snow at the side of 
the sleigh, but the agile and furious 
beast was up In the fraction of a sec- 
and and with one bound sprang on the 
back of the sleigh, which had a low 
body. 
“Although the* horse wus running 
madly away along the narrow and 
crooked road, throwing the sleigh from 
side to side and threatening it con 
scantly with destruction against some 


careened and ran at least 50 feet on the 
other runner alone. 
I mechanically 
threw the weight of my body toward 
the upper side of the sleigh, all the 
time raining rapid blows on the bead 
of the wildcat with the butt of the 
whip. and forced the sleigh down to its 
balance on both runners again. A few 
more blows after that, and I was re­ 
joiced to see the determined aud tena­ 
cious beast first loosen one claw, bang 
for a second or so by the other, while it 
tried to seize the top of the back of the 
sleigh again with Ita teeth, and then 
tumble to tbe road and lie motionless 
in the snow. 
“I dropped back on the seat limp 
and weak and too much unnerved to 
make tbe least effort to obtain control 
of tbe runaway, which was still rush­ 
ing wildly along tbe uncertain road, 
made still more uncertain by the gath­ 
ering darkness. Tbe horse ran at least 
three miles farther and then began to 
slow up and at last stopped half way 
up a long and steep bill from sheer 
exhaustion. 
I bad by this time recov­ 
ered sufficiently to take charge of the 
horse again aud drive the rest of the 
way to the town, which wasn’t far, 
and where I arrived with the horse 
covered with foam, a sleigh splintered 
and covered deep with scars and 
scratches made by the desperate wild­ 
cat and myself so badly used up by 
nervous shock that It was three days 
before I was able to get about again 
in anything like good condition. 
I 
never heard whether the wildcat was 
killed by my blows or not, but I have 
an idea he was. 
I hope so. 
Science 
may be all right in declaring that wild 
animals will hasten to flee a t the very 
suspicion of man’s approach, but if 
ever I am going anywhere and hear 
there are wildcats in that direction I’ll 
go around some other way.”—New 
York Dress.

The 
occurrence was in tibrthwestern Penn­ 
sylvania, where one w inter I had some 
business that called me ten miles from 
the county town to one of the back­ 
woods districts. II was late iii the aft­ 
ernoon when I started on my ret lira to 
the village. The wuy was over a lone­ 
ly, narrow, crooked mountain road, bor­ 
dered by deep woods much of the dis­ 
tance. Toward dusk, as I was round­ 
ing a short turn in the road, my horse, 
which had a good deal of spirit, shied 
suddenly aud sprang forward on a 
furious run. 
“At the same instant an animal with 
glaring eyes plumped down from some­ 
where and landed In the sleigh at my 
feet It had evidently leaped from a 
tree at the horse, the quick movements 
of which nervous animal had defeated 
that purpose, and the attacking animal 
bad alighted with its fore feet on the 
robe that lay across my lap. It glared 
furiously at me, with its face not more 
than two feet away, as it clung to the 
robe with its sharp claws, growling 
fiercely. I had never seen a wildcat, 
but I knew Instantly and Instinctively 
that I had one to deal with here, and 
it seemed to be a very large and sav­ 
age one at that. I had no weapon, but 


i fortunately the whip that stood in Its

That caused the 
animal to loosen its hold on the robe 
and drop into the snow at the side of 
the sleigh, but the agile and furious 
beast was up in the fraction of a sec 
and and with one bound sprang on the 
back of the sleigh, which had a low 
body. 
•Although the horse was running 
madly away along the narrow and 
crooked road, throwing the sleigh from 
side to side and threatening it con 
scantly with destruction against some 
rock or stump, I was obliged to drop 
the reins and leave the result of the 
runaway to chance, for the wildcat 
was struggling desperately to gain a 
j foothold in the sleigh and fight me at 
close quarters. 
I knew that if the 
sleigh should happen to come Into col­ 
lision with any obstacle heavy enough 
to tv reek it I would lie no match for 
the catamount, now wrought to the u t 
most ferocity, fighting it ou the slip 
ping snow, even if I were unharmed by 


careened and ran at least 50 feet on tile 
other runner alone. 
I mechanically 
threw the weight of my body toward 
the upper side of the sleigh, all the 
time raining rapid blows on the bead 
of the wildcat with the butt of tho 
w nip. ami forced the sleigh down to its 
balance on both runners agalu. A few 
more blows after that, aud I was re­ 
joiced to see the determined aud tena­ 
cious beast first loosen one claw, bang 
for a second or so by the other, while it 
tried to seize the top of the back of the 
sleigh again with Its teeth, and then 
tumble to the road and lie motionless 
in the snow. 
”1 dropped back on the seat limp 
and weak and too much unnerved to 
make the least effort to obtain control 
of the runaway, which was still rush­ 
ing wildly along the uncertain road, 
made still more uncertain by the gath­ 
ering darkness. The horse ran ut least 
three miles farther and then begun to 
slow up and at last, stopped half way 
up a long and steep hill from sheer 
exhaustion. I had by this time recov­ 
ered sufficiently to take charge of the 
horst1 again aud drive the rest of tho 
way to tho town, which wasn’t fur, 
and where I arrived with the horse 
covered with foam, a sleigh splintered 
and covered deep with scars and 
scratches made by the desperate wild­ 
cat and myself so badly used up by 
nervous shock that It was three days 
la*fore I was able to get about agaiu 
In anything like good condition.

never heard whether the wildcat was 
killed by my blows or not, but I have 
an idea he was.

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**A queer thing about moving pic­ 
t u r e ” said ail expert operator in that 
line to a New Orleans Times-Democrat 
reporter, ‘Is the illusion they generally 
produce as to the time they occupy 
while on the screen. What is know,n 
as the ’standard exhibition film’ is SO 
feet long. It is used almost entirely 
for comic scenes, trick pictures and 
other effects that are got up in the 
studios of the exports w ho make them 
a specialty. Every theater goer has 
seen them, and I will venture the as­ 
sertion that the average man will de­ 
clare they take at least three or four 
minutes in passing before the eye. At* 
a matter of fact the picture is on the 
screen Icsh than one minute. You can 
oaslly figure it out for yourself. The 
ordinary 50 foot film of the kind to 
which I refer is put through the repro­ 
ducing machine at tile rate of 16 pic­ 
tures to the second. Each picture is 
three-fourths of an inch broad, which 
makes the IO measure exactly one 
foot, edge to edge; in other words, the 
film travels a foot a second-50 feet, 50 
seconds. What gives it the effect of 
taking pp so much more time is the 
immense lot of action that is usually 
crowded into the brief period it is In 
view. Until the moving picture was 
Invented I don’t think anybody had 
the least idea how’ much could be done 
iii 50 seconds. It seemed hardly time 
euough to turn around in, yet when 
the experts began to study its possi­ 
bilities they found it was ample for 
hundreds of little pictorial comedies 
that have since delighted audiences all 
over the world. 
“It is entirely a matter of rehearsal. 
A subject is selected, generally calling 
for from three to four people, and ev­ 
ery detail of tho ‘business’ or action is 
carefully worked out in advance. Sup­ 
pose. for Illustration, that a comic bur­ 
glary is the topic. 
The business, in 
skeleton, might run something like 
this: Old gentleman dozing in parlor; 
enter burglar; old gentleman awakes; 
burglar hides: enter policeman, search­ 
es the room, collars old gent; they 
fight and roll on the floor while bur­ 
glar suddenly emerges and leaps out 
of the window. 
That doesu’t sound 
particularly side splitting, but In the 
hands of Intelligent comedians it can 
be made really very funy. The all es­ 
sential thing is to crowd it into 50 sec­ 
onds. and to that end each bit of ac­ 
tion is carefully timed and made to 
fit into each other bit like so many 
W’ell geared cogwheels. Tile old gen­ 
tleman’s startled yawu. the burglar’s 
glance around the room and every 
step. movement and gesture from be­ 
ginning to end is calculated with the 
utmost nicety, and at last after dozens 
of rehearsals the act Is attempted be­ 
fore the recording machine. 
If every­ 
body is lucky, it goes through on sched­ 


ule time, but the slightest hitch is fa­ 
tal, aud lf one occurs the film is spoil­ 
ed, and they must try all over again. 
No wonder it seems impossible to fu­ 
ture spectators that to much could 
transpire in.50 seconds. 
“But some o r the most telling effects 
in composition pictures.” continued the 
operator, “have been the result of acci­ 
dent and were entirely unpremeditat­ 
ed. That was the case with a film that 
I had a hand in preparing and that 
afterward made a tremendous hit and 
proved to be one of Hie best sellers 
ever put. on the market 
In getting 
up the picture our principal purpose 
was to introduce,a large and very in 
tell i go ut bulldog I owned at the time, 
aud we sketched out a simple little 
scene iii which a tramp steals a pie 
from a kitchen w indow, is pursued by 
the dog and is last seen trying to scale 
the back fence w ith, the animal hang­ 
ing to his coatuijis. ' 
“The training of the dog was the 
main trouble, but I finally taught him 
to lay hold of anything red, and we 
sowed a big piece of flannel as a mark 
to the back of our tramp’s coat. Rod 
photographs black, so it couldu't be 
seen in the pictures, and after a good 
many rehearsals, the dog learned to 
dash out at exactly the right moment 
and nail the marauder, whose cue was 
then to rush for the fence and consume 
the remaining time in making an ap­ 
parently desperate effort to scramble 
over the top.

**A queer thing about moving pic­ 
tures,” said an expert operator in that 
line to a New Orleans Times-Democrat 
reporter, ‘1s the illusion they generally 
produce as to the time they occupy 
while on the screen. W hat is know,u 
as the ‘standard exhibition film’ is ."0 
feet long. It is used almost entirely 
for comic scenes, trick pictures and 
other effects that are got up in the 
studios of the exports who make them 
a specialty. Every theater goer has 
seen them, aud I will venture the as­ 
sertion that tho average man will de­ 
clare they take at least three or four 
minutes in passing before tho eye. As 
a m atter of fact the picture is on the 
screen less than one minute. You can 
easily figure it out for yourself. The 
ordinary 50 foot film of the kind to 
which I refer is put through the repro­ 
ducing machine at Hie rate of 16 pic­ 
tures to the second. Each picture is 
three-fourths of an inch broad, which 
makes the 1(5 measure exactly one 
foot, edge to edge; in other words, the 
film travels a foot a second—50 feet, 50 
seconds. W hat gives it the effect of 
taking pp so much more time is the 
immense lot of action that is usually 
crowded into the brief period it is in 
view. Until the moving picture was 
invented I don’t think anybody had 
the least idea how much could lie done 
iii 50 seconds. It seemed hardly time 
enough to turn around in, yet when 
the experts began to study its possi­ 
bilities they found it was ample for 
hundreds of little pictorial comedies 
that have since delighted audiences all 
over the world. 
"It is entirely a m atter of rehearsal. 
A subject is selected, generally calling 
for from three to four people, and ev­ 
ery detail of the ‘business’ or action is 
carefully worked out in advance. Sup­ 
pose. for illustration, that a comic bur­ 
glary is the topic. 
The business, In 
skeleton, might run something Uke J 
this: Old gentleman dozing in parlor; j 
enter burglar; old gentleman awakes; I 
burglar hides: enter policeman, search- j 
es the room, collars old gent; they 
fight and roll on the floor while bur­ 
glar suddenly emerges and leaps out 
of the window. 
That doesu’t sound 
particularly side splitting, but in the 
hands of Intelligent comedians it can - 
l>e made really very fuuy. The all es­ 
sential thing is to crowd it Into 50 sec­ 
onds. and to that end each bit of ac­ 
tion is carefully timed and made to 
tit into each other bit like so many 
well geared cogwheels. 
The old gen­ 
tleman’s startled yawn. the burglar’s 
glance around the room and every 
step, movement and gesture from be­ 
ginning to end is calculated with the 
utmost nicety, and at last after dozens 
of rehearsals the act is attempted be­ 
fore Hie recording machine. 
If every­ 
body is lucky, it goes through on sched­ 


ule time, but the slightest hitch is fa­ 
tal, and lf one occurs the film is spoil­ 
ed, aud they must try all over again. 
No wonder it seems impossible to fu­ 
ture spectators that to much could 
transpire in.50 seconds. 
‘‘But some of tho most telling effects 
in composition pictures.” continued the 
operator, ”h*v£ been the result of acci­ 
dent and were entirely unpremeditat­ 
ed. That was the case with a film that 
I had a hand in preparing and that 
afterward made a tremendous hit and 
proved to be one of the best sellers 
ever put. on the m arket 
In getting 
up the picture our principal purpose 
was to introduce, a largo and very in­ 
telligent bulldog I owned at the time, 
aud we sketched out a simple little 
scene iii which a tramp steals a pie 
from a kitchen window, is pursued by 
the dog and is lust seen trying to scale 
the back fence with, the animal hang­ 
ing to his coattajj*. •’ 
"The training of the clog was the 
main trouble, but I finally taught him 
to lay hold of anything red, and we 
sowed a big piece of flannel as a mark 
to the back of our tram p’s coat. 
Rod 
photographs black, so it couldn’t be 
seen in the pictures, aDd after a good 
many rehearsals the dog loamed to 
dash out at exactly the right moment 
and nail the marauder, whose coe was 
then to rush for the fence and consume 
the remaining time in making an ap­ 
parently desperate effort to scramble 
over the top. 
At last we got every­ 
thing all ready, gave the word and 
started the record machine to take the 
picture. 
“Immediately the little comedy be­ 
gan. 
The tramp appeared, 
looked 
around stealthily, saw the pie. hooked 
it and was having a feast when out 
sprang the bulldog and seized bim by 
the coattails. 
He thereupon sprinted 
to the fence and was about to carry out 
the rest of the programme when, to our 
consternation, the boards gave way, 
and he came down bang on top of the 
dog. The film had about ten seconds to 
run, and it was occupied in recording 
one of the liveliest scraps that ever 
happened. 
There was no hippodrome 
about it.

When the fence fell, the bull­ 
dog bad promptly transferred himself 
from the tramp’s coattail to the tramp s 
calf, while that unfortunate person 
snatched up a broomstick and tried to 
pry bim loose.

A CHECK ON PUBLIC ROGUES 


Any Cittern May Prosecute an Offi­ 
cial Unocal. 
Judge Shumway of the superior court 
of Connecticut has just handed down a 
decision to bring suit against officers 
of a town for the recovery of funds al­ 
leged to be owed by the officers to the 
town; The suits against Philip Finne­ 
gan. tax collector of Greenwich, ami 
his bondsman were brought in the 
name of A. A. Marks of Sound Beach. 
In a demurrer it was asserted that a 
citizen had no right to bring such au 
action, but that if a suit were brought 
it should be Instituted by the town in 
its corporate capacity. 
If this position were declared to be 
sound, the litigation resulting from the 
recent Investigation of town affairs in 
Greenwich would come to a speedy 
end, for, as things are in Greenwich. 
no town meeting would approve con­ 
tinuing it. Attorney Samuel Fessenden i 
appeared for the defendant and argued i 
for the demurrer, while Attorney Mor­ 
ris W. Seymour defended the action in­ 
stituted by Marks. 
There are six suits instituted against 
Finnegan and others, the allegations in 
each being practically the same. They 
arc to the effect that, while the proper­ 
ty in Greenwich was taxed for $73,- 
324.5S, Finnegan only paid to the town 
in 1S92, when he was collector, the sum 
of $61,287.20, and the balance of $12,- 
odO was lost. 
It is alleged that the 
missing sum was collected in addition­ 
al interest on taxes and in other simi­ 
lar ways, but that the books were kept 
improperly, and no records were made 
of the money. 
Tile allegations In the demurrer were 
to the effect that the defendants are 


.. 
c l ame amy to the town of cJfeen- 
wich for the faithful performance of 
their duty, and that, therefore, when 
the selectmen are by the law the prop­ 
erly appointed officer to sue if a doty 
is negligently performed by a town 
officer that officer or his bondsman 
cannot be made liable to any individ­ 
ual. In defense it was set up thai 
the plaintiff is a taxpayer and property 
holder of the town and is therefore 
directly interested in seeing that th*' 
laws are properly obeyed and that the 
town

their dutiw 
thoroughly. It was pointed out that if 
it were not possible for a private riff 
zen to institute such a suit it would he

Young Eardley Is Improving. 
James Eardley, who was seriously 
injured by coming in contact with a 
live wire a few days ago, is improv­ 
ing slowly. 


The departm ent of state has re­ 
ceived from China two interesting re­ 
ports, one from United States Consul 
Fowler at Chefu on tile effect of the 
Boxer trouble on United States trade, 
aud one from Consul Ragsdale in re­ 
gard to the export trade from Tien­ 
tsin. Consul Fowler says: 
“The uprising in north China broke 
out, as is well known, in the month of 
June, UHM); the press of the entire 
w’orld has since that time been full 
of accounts of the events that tran­ 
spired in this section. 
They have 
treated nearly every phase of this sub­ 
ject, and, while we know how our 
countrymen suffered in north China, I 
have not seen any statistics published 
showing the loss involved to merchants 
in the United States. To show this 
fairly, it will be necessary to adhere 
to the Chinese values, where given, 
instead of the gold values, which are 
not the same for the periods under 
review, and I ain com pel bs! to include 
the months of April and May (which 
were unusually prosperous), as the re­ 
turns are published by quarters and 
do not show the trade by months,** 
Statistics are given showing the 
enormous increase in importation of 
American drills, jeans, sheetings, Hour 
and kerosene, prior to the 1st of July. 
The consul remarks that after June 15 
the imports ceased, commercial trans­ 
actions being absolutely nil. Ile re­ 
ports Hie following decrease at Chefu 
for the uext quarter, ended Sept. Ik), 
1900: 
Drills, decreased 43,090 pieces; 
jeans, 2,500 pieces; sheetings, 112,015 
pieces; flour, 139,050 taels, and kero­ 
sene, 852,100 gallons. The report says: 
“Of course all other lines fell off like­ 
wise, aud yet Chefu and the interior 
saw no armed 
hordes, no military 
movements and, as compared with the 
immediate northern ports, was peace­ 
ful. As a m atter of fact, Chefu w as the 
base for communication witli the allies 
and the world, while Shnngtuug was 
comparatively quiet, owing entirely to 
the friendly stand taken by th e 'gov­ 
ernor, Yuan Shi Kai. 
Yet there were 
more riots and tumult in my district 
.than ever were kuown before, and the 
various American mission losses will 
probably total $150,090 gold. 
“H ie effects of the Boser movement 
were felt much earlier and more seri­ 
ously iii Tientsin than iu Chef ti. Dur­ 
ing the month of June Tien tsin was 
practically closed to the world, yet it 
is oild to notice that oil showed a gain, 
and especially when it Is known that 
the Boxers boycotted that commodity 
first of all things foreign. 
I know of j 
ships loaded with Oregon lumber that 
reached Tabu and were unable to land 
their cargoes, thus entailing an enor­ 
mous loss upon the American I urn lier 
trade. One American firm jmid through 
this office over $5,OOO gold on demur­ 
rages alum* nu this account, besides 
losing the Sale of tho lumber destined 
for Tien tsitt. 
“This iis almost annihilation and at 
what is usually the busiest time of tile 
year for our trade* The combined de 
crease at the titre** ports of I befu, 
Tieu-uiu and Newell wa ag during the 
quarter ended Sept. JO, 1900, was as 
follows: Drills decreased 350,583 pisces, 
Jeans 10,500 pieces, sheet lugs 757.12*0 
pieces, Hour 139,050 taels aud kero 
acne oil 2,063,100 gallons. 
“This gives a good idea of w hat a 
mob iii China can do iu Ila* way of in­ 
terfering with trade. 
The greatest 
loss Is, of course, iu coft OO piece goods, 
and tb s cessation of imports must 
have been most keenly felt in the 
southern states. 
Probably no country 
iu tile world suffered as much as did 
the United States, for tin* scene of 


strife covered practically our field of 
trade. 
“The losses to the cotton trade alone 
I estimate at over $3,000,000. 
For the 
five months of 1900 before the out 
break our trade had Increased (nett j 
over that for the flve montl,a 
of 1899. For the five months from June j 
to October there was a net loss of $2,- J 
805.043. 
“The treasury statistics, it should be j 
remembered, do not embrace all cf our j 
trade with China, as large quantities j 
of merchandise are sent into China 
from the United States via Japan, j 
Hongkong. Loudon, etc/* 
Consul Ragsdale says: 
“The export returns give striking evi­ 
dences how Tien-tsin and northern Chi­ 
na have suffered in consequence of the 
uprising. The enormous discrepancies 
between the figures for the present and 
for last year tell a tale of loss to the 
producer, as avell as to the merchant, 
that is startling. 
Nor is the outlook 
for the year UMH favorable for large 
shipments. The country north of Tien­ 
tsin. where the principal articles of ex­ 
port are produced, is now overrun with 
ex-Boxers aud ex-soldiers who have 
turned bandits, and it will lie exceed­ 
ingly difficult for merchants to get 
goods out of or into tho interior. Out­ 
side of supplies imported for the ar­ 
mies. the same ratio of loss appears as 
given iii the export returns. The cot­ 
ton aud woolen industries have suf­ 
fered heavily. 
“The supplies furnished the.dJuited 
State s troops have attracted the notice 
and envy of all tither nationalities, in­ 
cluding the merchant as well as the 
soldier, an advertisement that could 
not well have been procured in any 
oilier maimer.”

“A queer thing about moving pic­ 
ture©,” said an expert operator in that 
line to a New Orleans Times-Dernocrat 
reporter. ‘Is the illusion they generally 
produce as to the time they occupy 
while on the Screen. What is knowns 
as the ‘standard exhibition Ulm’ is 50 
feet long. It is used almost entirely 
for comte scenes, trick pictures and 
other effects flint are got up in the 
studios of the experts who make them 
a specialty. Every theater goer has 
seen them, and I will venture the as­ 
sertion that the average man will de­ 
clare they take at least three or four 
minutes in passing before the eye. As 
a matter of fact the picture is on the 
screen less than one minute. You can 
easily figure it out for yourself. The 
ordinary SO foot film of the kind to 
which I refer is put through the repro­ 
ducing machine at the rate of Id pic­ 
tures to the second. Each picture is 
three-fourths of an inch broad, which 
makes the Id measure exactly one 
foot, edge to edge; iii other words, the 
Ulm travels a foot a second - 50 fe«*t, 50 
seconds. What gives it the effect of 
taking up so much more time is the 
immense lot of action that is usually 
crowded Into the brief |K*riod it is in 
view. I’ntii the moving picture was 
invented I don't think anybody had 
the least idea how’ much could lie done 
iii 50 seconds. It seemed hardly time 
enough to turn around iu, yet when 
the experts begall to study Its possi­ 
bilities they found It was ample for 
hundreds of little pictorial comedies 
that have since delighted audiences all 
over the world. 
‘‘It is entirely a matter of rehearsal. 
A subject is selected, generally culling 
for from throe to four people, and ev­ 
ery detail of the ‘business1 or action is 
carefully worked out iii advance. Sup­ 
pose. for illustration, that a comic bur­ 
glary is the topic. 
The business, In 
skeleton, might run something like 
this: Old gentleman dozing in parlor; 
enter burglar; obi gentleman awakes; 
burglar hides: cuter policeman, search- ; 
es the room, collars old gent; they j 
fight and roil on the floor while bur- j 
glar suddenly emerges and leaps out 
of the window’. 
That doesu’t sound 
particularly side splitting, but lu the 
hands of Intelligent comedians it can 
be made really very fuuy. The ail es­ 
sential thing is to crowd It into 50 sec­ 
onds, aud to that end each bit of ac­ 
tion is carefully timed aud made to 
fit into each other bit like so many 
well geansl cogwheels. 
Tin* old gen­ 
tleman's startled yawn, the burglar's 
glunco around the room and every 
step. movement ami gesture from be­ 
ginning to cud Is calculated with the 
utmost nicety, and at lust after dozens 
of rehearsals the act Is attempted be­ 
fore the recording machine. 
If every­ 
body is lucky, it goes through on sched­ 


ule time, but the slightest hitch is fa­ 
tal, and if one occurs tile film is spoil­ 
ed, aud they must try all over again. 
No wonder it seems impossible to fu­ 
ture spectators that to much could 
transpire in 50 seconds. 
•'But some of the most telling effects 
in composition pictures.” continued the 
operator, “have been the result of acci­ 
dent and were entirely unpremeditat­ 
ed. That was the case with a film that 
I had a hand iu preparing and that 
afterward made a tremendous hit and 
proved to be one of the l>ost sellers 
ever put. on the market. 
In getting 
up the picture our principal purpose 
was to introduce a large and very in 
tellig* ut bulldog I owned at the time, 
aud we sketched out a simple little 
scene in which a tramp steals a pie 
from a kitchen window, is pursued by 
the dog and is last seen trying to scale 
the back fence with the animal hang 
lug to his coattaji*." 
“The training of the dog was the 
main trouble, but I finally taught him 
to lay hold of anything red, aud we 
sowed a big piece of flannel as a mark 
to the back of our tramp’s coat. 
Red 
photographs black, so it couldn’t be 
seen in the pictures, and after a good 
many rehearsals the dog learned to 
dash oat at exactly the right moment 
aud nail the marauder, whose cue was 
then to rush for the fence and consume 
the remaining time In making au ap­ 
parently desperate effort to scramble 
over the top.

dog. The film had about ten seconds to 
run. and it was occupied in recording 
©ne of the liveliest scraps that ever 
l.appened. 
There was no hippodrome 
about it.
